INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 11. _tBy the 
ated Press.| The following is Gen. Harri- 
son’s letter accepting the Republican Presi- 
dential nomination: 

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.), Sept. 11. 

Hon, M. M. Estee and Others, Commit- 
tee—GENTLEMEN: When your committee 
visited me on the Fourth of July last and 
presented the official announcement of my 
nomination for the Presidency of the United 
States by the Republican National Conven- 
tion, I promised as soon as practicable to 
communicate to youa more formal accept- 
ance of the nomination. Since that time 
the work of receiving and addressing, 
alinost daily, large delegations of my fellow- 
citizens has not only occupied all of my 
time, but hasin some measure rendered it 
unnecessary for me to use this letter as the 
medium of commuuicating to the public my 
views on the questions involved in the cam- 
paign, appreciate very highly the confi- 
dence and respect manifested by the con- 
vention, and accept the nomination witha 
feeling of gratitude and full sense of the 
responsibilities which accompany it. Itisa 
matter of conzratulation that the declar:- 
tions of the Chicago Convention upon the 
questions that now attract the interest of 
our people are so clear and emphatic.. 
There is further cause of congratulation in 
the fact that the convention utterances of 
the Democratic party, if in any degree un- 
certain and contradictory, can now be 
judged and interpreted by the Executive 
acts and messages, and by definite proposi- 
tions in legislation. This is especially 
true of what is popularly known as the 
tariff question. ‘The issue cannot now be 
obscured. 

PROTECTION THE REAL ISSUE, 

It is not a contest between schedules, but 
between wide-apart principles. The for- 
eign competitors of our markets have, with 
quick instinct, seen how one issue of this 
contest may bring them advantage, and our 
own people are not so dull to miss or neg- 
lect the grave interests that are involved for 
them. The assault upon our protective sys- 
tem is open and defiant. Protection is as- 
sailed as unconstitutional.in law or as 


ise in principle; and those who hold 


such views sincerely, cannot stop short of 
an absolute elimination from our tariff laws 
of the principle of protection. The Mills 
Bill is only a step, but it is toward an ob- 
ject that the leaders of Democratic thought 
amd legislation have clearly in mind. The 
important question is not so much the 
length of thestep as the direction of it. 
Judged by the Executive messsage of De- 
cember last, by the Mills Bill, by the debate 
in Congress and by the St. Louis platform, 
the Democratic party will, if supported by 
the country, pass tariff laws upou a purely 
revenue basis, Isthis practical free trade in 
the English sense? The legend upon 


the banner may not be free 
trade; it may be the more obscure 
motto ‘“‘tariff reform,” but neither 


banner nor inscription 1s conclusive or in- 
deed very important. The assault itself is 
the important fact. Those who teach that 
the import duty upon all foreign goods 
sold in our market is paid by the consumer, 
and that the price of domestic competing 
articles is enhanced to the amount of the 
duty on the iinported articies, that every 
million of dollars collected for customs du- 
ties represents many millions more which 
do not reach the treasury, but are paid by 
our citizens asthe increased cost of the 
domestic product resulting from the tariff 
laws, may not intend to discredit in the 
minds of others our ‘system of levying du- 
ties on competing foreign products, but it 
is clearly already discredited in their own. 
We cannot doubt, without impugning their 
integrity, that if free to act upon their con- 
victions, they would sorevise our laws as 
to lay the burden of customs revenues upon 
articles that are not produced in this coun- 
try, and to place upon the free list com- 
peting foreign products. I do not stop 
to refute this theory as to the effect of 
our duties. Those who advance it are stu- 
dents of maxims and not of markets. They 
may be safely allowed to call their project 
“tariff reform” if the people understand 
that inthe end the argument compels free 
trade in all competing products, This end 
may not be reached abruptly, and its ap- 
proach may be accompanied with some eX- 

ressions. of sympathy for our protected 
industries and our working peopie, but it 
will certainly come if these early steps do 
not arouse the people to ellective re- 
sistance. 

The Republican party holds that the 
protective tariff is constitutional, whole- 
some and necessary. We do not offer a 
fixed schedule, but a principle. We will 
revise the schedule, modity the rates, but.

The law now in force 
prohibiting such contracts received my cor- 
dial support in the Senate, and such amend- 
ments as may be found necessary eflect- 
ively to Salles ‘ our working men and 
women from‘this most inequitable form of 
competition will have my sincere advocacy, 
Legislation prohibiting the importation of 
laborers under contract to serve here will, 
however, afford very inadequate relief to 
our working people if the system of pro- 
tective duties is broken down. If the pro- 
ducts of American shops must compete in 
the American market, without tavoring du- 
ties, with the products of cheap foreign la- 
bor, the effect will be differentif at all,only in 
degree. Whether cheap labor is across the 
street or over the sea, such competition will 
soon reduce wages here to the level of those 
abroad; and when that condition is reached 
we will not need any laws forbidding the 
importation of labor under contract. They 
will have no inducement to come out, and 
the employer no inducement to send for 
them. In the earlier years of our history 
public agencies to, promote immigration 
were conmnon, The pioneers wanted neigh- 
bors with more friendly instincts than the 
Indians; labor was scarcer and fully em- 
ployed. But the day of the immigration 

ureau has gone by. While our doors 
.continue open to proper immi- 
gration, we do not need to_ issue 
special invitations to the inhabitants 
of other countries to our shores or to share 
our citizenship. Indeed, the necessity of 
some inspection and limitation is obvious. 
We should resolutely refuse to permit for- 
eign governments to send their paupers and 
criminals to our ports. We are also clearly 
to defend our civil position by 
excluding alien races whose ultimate assim- 
ilation with our people is neither possible 
or desirable, re family has been the 
nucleus of our best immigration, and the 
home the most potent assimilating force in 
our Civilization. 

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

The objections to Chinese immigration

Every 
constitutional power stould be used to 
make this right secure and punish frauds 
upon the bgliot. Our colored people do not 
ask special legislation in their interést, but 
only tobe made secure in the common 
rights of American citizenship. *They will, 
however, naturally mistrust the sincerity of 
those party leaders who appeal! to their race 
for supportonly in those localities where 
suffrage is free and election doubtful, and 
compass their disfranchisement where their 
votes would be controlling and where their 
choice cannot be coerced.

Laguna avenue, and 
Patten street, between Terple and Court 
streets, for the reason that one-half the as- 
sessed value of the lots fronting on the 
streets to be improved is less than the 
probabie cost of grading. 

“T return herewith, without my approval, 
an ordinance entitled ‘An ordinance de- 
claring Los Angeles street open and that 
Negro alley be vacated.’ 

“Il make no ob‘ection to section C of that 
ordinance, declaring Los Angeles street 
open, but, on the contrary, am decidedly in 
favor of it. and would recommend that a 
new ordinance be immediately passed em- 
bracing that part of the ordinance herewith 
returned, providilg that said street be de- 
clared open, 

“IT am, however, opposed to section Z of 


‘that ordinance, vaeating Negro alley, as I 


do not think it just or equitable that the

A number of these have 
presented strong and serious objections to 
me in the matter, and their prayer should 
be heeded. The frontage they have now is 
ot considerabie value, and should the street 
be vacated by your order, it would entail an 
expensive, and, in ney opinion, an unneces- 
sary, litigation upon the city. 

“In this connection I would further recom- 
mend that the Street Superintendent be 
instructed to immediately remove all ob- 
structions in Los Angeles street, and that 
the necessary steps be at once taken to 
grade and pave that street.” 

On iwmotion of Mr. Cohn, the ordinance 
was reconsidered and the Mayor’s veto was

Another ordinance, drawn in accordance

LOS ANGELES STREET VS. NEGRO ALLEY. 

By permission Judge Van Dyke, attorney 
for Mrs. Bigelow, addressed, thie Council, 
representing that the ordiWance opening 
Los Angeles street and closing Negro al- 
ley, formed a part of a Stipulation between 
his client and the city.

An Incompetent Board of @ducation 
_ anda Sick and Nerveless Super- 
intendent Hesult in General In- 
efficiency and Demoralization— 
‘Reform Badly Needed. 


There is great dissatisfaction regarding 
the management of the public schools. Su- 
perintendent Friesner is off on a three- 
months’ vacation, and the management is 
in the hands of a comparatively new map. 
In Mr.-Friesner’s last report he says: 
“There has not been a schoolroom aaded to 
the department for 13 months, and we now 
have 119 schools in 82 rooms. Seventy-three 
of themareon half-day time, leaving but 
46 rooms with all-day schools. Unless 
something be done to provide more rooms 
before the schools open in the fall of 1888, 


every one of the 82 rooms in the city will 
contain two schools, Seven of the 82 rooms 
are unfit for use, as any one may see by en-

During the past three years the city has 
more than doubled, and yet the Board of 
Education has been at a standstill, for but 
littie has been done, and today the public- 
school system of Los Angeles is in a con- 
dition not creditable to an American city. 

An ex-member of the board said toa 
TIMES reporter yesterday: 

“There are several good men on the 
board at the present time, but they have 
either lost all interest in the schools or they 
don’t know what todo. For at least two 
years matters have been ata standstill. I 
don’t believe there is any crookedness in 
the board, but they are not competent and 
that is almost as bad, 

**A s to the superintendent, he is not fit 
for the place on account of sickness, He 
has been in the city only three years, and 
if he knows how to manage the schools he 
is not able to properly attend to his duties 
on account of sickness. Even the teachers, 
or quite a number of them, find fault with 
him and say he should be removed. 

should have an active superintend- 
ent who will keep at the heels of the board 
all the time, for almost any board needs 
stirring up once ina while, and the only 
person who can do that properly is the su- 
perintendent. 

“This double schgolroom system is de- 
moralizing, and gives teachers a big salary 
for two or three hours’ work a oe It is 
not right to pay one teacher a full salary 
when she or he teaches only one-half a day, 
when another has to work a full day for the 
Same remuneration. Not only that, but 
children should be in school longer than an 
hour or two a day. We have plenty of 
money. 

“I believe there isa quarrrel of seme 
kind going on among the members of the 
board, for they never attempt an improve- 
ment without winding up the whole thing 
with the contractor or archi- 

t. 


“Concerning Mr. .Friesner’s long ab- 
sence, I will simply say that 1 do not be- 
lieve the board should have granted it. If 
he is so sick that he -cannot attend to his 
duties, then he should resign, so that a 
i. competent man may take his place. 

don’t know much about Mr. Baker, who 
is holding Mr. Friesner’s place, but 1 think 
he has not had a great deal of experience.

these incrustations accunmplate to such an ex- 
tent as to form a reguiar plug in the nose, 
which obstructs breathing and produces seri- 
ous discomfort. So firmly do these incrusta- 
.tions adhere to the int of attachment that 
their removal usually reatiires the most vio- 
lent efforts; not unfrequently they have to be 
torn from the membrane. Occasionally a 
solid cast of notable size is expelled, on which 
there are generally traces of blood but in 
some cases the cast presents a tubular ap- 
pearance, being of exact shape of the nasal 
cavity. Vhis condition is indicative of ulcera- 
tion, which, in time, may destroy the bony 
structure of the nose and produce a subse- 
quent flattening of that organ. 

-ases are occasionally met with in which a 
thick, viscid, slimy secretion coats the mem- 
brane of the nasa] cavities and then putrefies, 
giving rise to a stench which ia really over- 
Powering. and sufficiently fetid to poison the 
atmosphere of a whole room; and there are 
others in which all the secretions of the mem- 
brane are .suepended, causing an unpleasant 
feeling of dryness, heat and feverishness in 
the head and nose—a condition popularly 
known as Dry Catarrh.” 

The disease speedily extends to the air cav- 
ities of the bones of the forehead and face, 
giving rise to a distressing sensation of ald 
weight or compression over the forehead, 
especially in the region above and between 
the eyes, and to a feeling of fullness, neat, ir-

Harrison's Letter. 


The letter of acceptance of Gen. Har- 
rison follows very closely on the long- 
delayed missive of President Cleveland. 
It has probably been ready for some 
time, and was only delayed for reasons 
of etiquette, until the prior nomine 
had indicated his acceptance. = 

Gen. Harrison loses no time in pre- 
liminary flourishes, but, after grate- 
fully acknowledging the honor con- 
ferred upon him, and accepting the 
nomination, plunges at once into the 
great issue of the campaign—the tariff 
question—which, as he truly says, can- 
not be obscured. “It is not a contest 


| between schedules,” says Gen. 
Harrison, but between _ wide- 
apart . principles.”” The pretense 


of the Democracy that they do 
not favor free trade is shattered, 
and itis shown that the assault upon 
our protective system is open and g@e- 
fiant, the Miils Bill being only a st®p 
toward an object which the leaders of 
Democratic thought and legislation 
have clearly in mind. The fallacy of 
Democratic arguments on this line 1s 
very clearly and succinctly exposed. 
“Those who advance them,” says Gen. 
Harrison, tersely, ‘‘are students of 
maxims and not of markets.” Free 
trade is no more palatable to the 
American people because it is dis- 
guised under the name of “tariff re- 
form.’’ The following passage puts 
the whole question of protection versus 
free trade about as neatly and effect- 
ively as has yet been done in so few 
words: 


The effect of lower rates and larger im- 
portations upon the public revenue is con- 
tingent and doubtful, but not so the effect 
upon American production and American 
wages. Less work and lower wages must 
be accepted as the inevitable result of the 
increased offering of foreign goods in our 
market. By way of recompense for this 
reduction in his wages and the loss of the 
American market, it is suggested that the 
diminished wages of the workingmen 
will have an undiminished purchas- 
and that he will be 
able to make up for the loss of the home 
market by an enlarged foreign market. 
Our workingmen have the settlement of 
the question in their own hands, They 
now obtain higher wages and live more 
comfortably than those of any other 
eountry. They will make their choice as 
between the substantial advantages they 
have in hand and the defective promises 
and forecasts of those theorizing reformers. 
They will decide for themselves and the 
country whether the protective system 
shall be continued or destroyed. : 

Referring to the much-talked-of sur- 
plus, which Gen. Harrison says the 
Democrats have magnitied with -a purf- 
pose, he affirms that proper reduction 
of revenue does not necessitate the im- 
pairment of the protective system. He 
does not think we are likely to be 
called to make a present choice be- 
tween the surrender of our protective 
system and the entire repeal of internal 
taxes. Such a contingency, in view of 
the present relation of expenditures to 
revenue, he believes to be remote. The 
following is outlined by the Republican 
nominee as his viewof the proper utili- 
zation of thé surplus: 

The surplus now inthe treasury should 
be used in the purchase of bonds. The law 
has authorized this use of it, and, if 1b is not 
needed for current or deficiency appropria- 
tions, the people, and not the banks in: 
whieh it has been deposited, should have 
the advantage of its use, by stopping inter- 
est upon the public debt. At least, those 
who needlessly hoard itshould be al- 
lowed to use the fear of a monetary strin- 
gency thus produced to caerce public senti- 

ment upon other questlions,

HORRIBLY MUTILATED. 


Ten Men Killed by a Premature 
Blast. 

HELENA (Mont.), Sept. 1.—A premature 
explosion of a blast in the south face of the 
tunnel on the Montana Central Railroad, 
south of Helena, this morning, killed 10 
men and seriously wounded five. The 
accident was caused by the concussion of a 
giant cap fired asa warning in the north 
face, the headings being now close together.

The men in 
the south end were just leaving the heading 
to get in a safe place when a fearful explo- 
sion shook the mountain, overwhelmed the 
workmen, blew some of them to atoms and 
buried others under rovks and earth. Those 
who were in the lead on the way out es- 
caped unhurt, but the rear of the crowd 
caught the full force of the explosion. Sev- 
eral were killed outright and a number of: 
others severely wounded. 

“The survivors escaped tothe outer air 
and gave the alarm, when the work of res- 
cue was begun. Bodies were removed and 
laid out along the track at the mouth of the 
tunnel, where they presented a ghastly 
spectacle. Six wounded men were also 
taken from the débris. Only one is seri- 
ously hurt. They were brought into Helena 
this afternoon for medical treatment. 

“The names ot the killed are: James 
Mullens, Hans Peterson, Mike Welsh, 
David Walker, Thomas Pierson, William 
Vale, Frank Anderson, John Sandberg, 
George Irving and one unknown. Irving’s 
head was completely severed from the 
body. ‘The others were horribly mutilated. 
The cause was the exploding of the signal 
cap in the north heading, which touched off 
the powder in a long hole charged from the 
south or he dead bodies were 
brought to Helena forinterment.” | 


FREIGHT RATES.

good time. It isrun on the old system, and 
in opposition to the modero “agricultural” 
fair, in which horse-racing and gambling 
are the end and aii of the whole business.
